DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to an electro-acoustic device for creating patterns of particulate matter. Independent 
claims 1, 2, 13, 24 and 33-35 identify the uniquely distinct feature of a housing comprising one 
open end with a diaphragm across the open end and provide a close hollow interior and a 
transducer to excite the diaphragm and produce a pattern in a mass of particulate located on the 
diaphragm indicative of the audio signal in combination with all the disclosed limitations of 
claims 1, 2, 13, 24 and 33-35. The closest prior art, Jenny (3407897) discloses a device for 
rendering visible acoustic vibrations but fails to teach a diaphragm extending across the open end 
to close a hollow interior of the housing (See applicant's arguments submitted 12/1 1/08, page 1 1 
last two paragraphs) and Charriere (FR 2308 156A) discloses a device to transform audio signals 
into an optical image but fails to teach a diaphragm extending across the open end to close a 
hollow interior of the housing (See applicant's arguments submitted 12/1 1/08, page 14, 
paragraph 4). The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
